Judge Davis, the new Senator-elect to 


tmccoed Mr. Logan, was born in Mary- 
and in tho year 1315. 
At the age of 17 


le'-was graduated fron Kenyon College, 
3hio. He then studied law in Massa- 
chusetts, and at tho Yale Law School, 
rom which he took his degree. He be- 
{an the practice of law in Bloomington, 
Illinois, in 3S35. He had early political 
aspirations and in 1844 was sent to the 
Legislature of Illinois, And three years 
later was a member of the State Consti- 
tutional Convention. In the followin; 
year 1048, he was chosen to one of the 
1 strict courts, to whioh judicial position 
ho was twice re-«Ieotecl-,once in 1855 
and again in 1861. Judge Davis was a 
personal and intimate friend of Pre«i 
dont Lincoln, was a member of (he con- 
vention in Chicago which named Mr. 
Lincoln for President, and afteiward re- 
ceived the appoints nt to the United 
States Supremo Court from Fresidem 
Lincoln. Notwithstanding his judici.il 
position Judge Davis has been often 
mentioned for political, preferment, an 
has been recognized as n candidate for 
political positions. His name was prom- 
inently before the unfortunate Cincin 
nati Convention which notuiimtnd Mr 
Grcoley in 1872, where he received, on 
the first ballot, 92% votes. His strength 
gradually dropped down from his first 
vote lo 81 on the second, 44 on the 
third, 51 ou the fourth, and 30 on the 
fifth. 


Thoro is as much danger of hurting 


the brain by idleness as by overwork, 
according lo Dr. Farquharson's theory, 
as he gives it ia The Popular Science 
Monthly. Ho argues that intellectual 
power is lessoned by the listlessness in 
which tho well-to-do classes generally 
spond their lives.

Sim- 
ilarly, a man accustomed to sedentary 
pursuit* is* liablo to be physioially in- 
jured by taking suddenly to violent ex- 
ercise. As to the amount of mentn 
work that may safely be done, Dr. JTar- 
qnharsou suys; "So long as a brain 
worker is ablo to sleep well, to eat well, 
and to taka a fair proportion of out- 
door exercise, it may safely be said thai 
it is unnecessary to impose any special 
limits on the actual number of hours 
which he devotes to his labors, Bui 
wlieu what is generally known as worry 
fltrps in to complicate matters, when 
cnres connected with family arrange 
roents, or with those numerous personal 
''eta'Is which Wo can seldom sscape, in 
tervone; or when the daily occupation 
of life is in itself a fertile,«onrc6 of anx- 
iety, then we find one or other of these 
three safeguards broken down."
